Appearing on the program will be the Hon, Nicholas de B, Katzenbach, 
Assistant Attorney General (replacement for Byron White), William Hassan, 
Commonwealth Attorney of Arlington County, Dr. Robert Kramer, Dean of The 
George Washington University Law School and the host for the series. Dr. Mur¬ 
dock Head, Chairman of the Institute for Forensic Medicine at The George 
Washington University.
